'-To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham, in the County 
of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in town 
aftairs : 

You are hereby notified te meet at the Lower Town Hall, 

m said Windham, on Tuesday, the Tenth day of March next, 


at Ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repair of highways and bridges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


4, Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the observance of Memorial Day. 


5. By Request: To see if the town will vote to dig a 
well and supply water in the Town House and if voted in the 
affirmative, to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


6. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
straighten the road between the residences of Ned M, 
Simonds and Charles W. Boyd and if voted in the affirmative 
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tc raise and approdriate the sum of Two Hundred Dollars for 
the same. 

7. By Request: To see if the town will vote to allow 
a discount of six per cent on taxes paid on or before Jyne 30 
of the year in which they are due. 


8. By Request: To see if the town will vote to buv 
more chemical fire extinguishers and if voted in the affirmative 
to raise a sum of money not exceeding Seventy-five Dollars. 
($75.00) to pay for the same. 

9. By Request: To see if the town will vote to re-estab- 
lish the price for the use of the Town Hall and place it on a 
paying basis. 

10. By Request: ‘To see if the town will vote to improve 
the Highway at Indian Rock and if voted in the aftirmative to. 
raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hundred Dollars 
($200.00). 

11.—To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to hire with the approval of the Selectmen such 
sums of money as may be needed for current expenses in 
anticipation of taxes. 

12. By Request: To see if the town will vote to buy ” 
Bonds for ax Collector and the several Treasurers of the 
town and if voted in the affirmative to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

13. By Request: To see if the town will vote to abolish 
a grade crossing at Anderson Station, and if voted in the 
affirmative to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


14. By Request: To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise for the improvement of Cemetery on the Plain, 
especially that part known as ‘The Old Burying Ground.”
